A few of taes4 costs 
can be listad as: (a) The cost of crime produced by poverty; (b) Cost of low pro- 
ductivity and lost output caused by disease and poor educatiosn; and (c) Jost of 
tne controlling of the sncinl tension and unrest associated witn gross inequality. 
For example, tn3 o.U.c. reported tnat "It nas bean estimat2d in the United States 
on’ poor man can cost tse mublic purse as mucn as £140,000 betwe2n tne ages of 17 
and 57." Bot poverty, being ralative is nard to defina. On one 3.0.5. “yard- 
stick" 64.€ million neoni2 ar2 poor wnile anotn3r claim taat a family (2 adults, 

2 enildren) earnine 43,990. is below tne poverty line or about 4.7 million peorle. 
doweve-, tna B.U.c. fasis tuut : "Toe statement tnat at least one Canadian in 
every tive suffars trom poverty does not appear to be a wild exaggeration."

Those wno are on ta9 wslfara line live in an atmosphers of poor health ani bad 
housing. In Montreal, a family (2 adults, 2 c:iildren) receives a $180. welfare 
cheque but tua Montresl Diet Jispensary claims tnat such a family needs $274. 
excluuing that wnico is nesded for dental and medical fees, msdicine, insurance, 
and telephone. But a welfars famiiy is not allowed ts earn extra money above 
its welfare casqus. In Oct., 1969 a woman explained her problems to Federai 
Health Minister John Munro. <cGne bluntly stated: "I am a shoplifter, I steal 
all my clotnes and all my kid's cistnes because I can't afford to buy them on 
welfare. I hope to God I don't get caugnt." (MacLeans Magazine Nov., 1949.) 

No wonder welfare people liva with a sense of defeat, despair and alienation. 


Ta2 2.0.0. used tne word 'poor' to mean destitute but did coms elose to tre 
Socialist viaw of ‘poor’ as meaning deprived, or restricted in access, wnen it 
dsclared: "Tae problam of poverty in developsd industrial societias is incr2as- 
ingly viewad not as a sneer lack of sssantials t> sustain life, but as an in- 
sufficient access ts. certain vonds, sarvicas, and conditions of life waich are 
available to everyons else and have come to be accepted as basic to a decent, 
minimum standard of living. Poverty should not be measured against a "minimum 
Standard of living" but against the capabilities of modern production. And 
Society is capable of p:oviding an abundance >of ths good things of life. Human 
society mst be rationally organiaed to accomplish this and it is called 
Socialism. Only under Socialism will poverty be eliminatad from the world.

9 _..That in society. therefore, there is an antagonism of interests, manifesting itself 
"gg a class struggle between those who possess but do not produce, and those who 

produce but do not possess. 

3 __That this antagonism van be abolished only by the emancipation of the working 

. class from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the com- 

y mor: promrty of society of the means of production and distribution, and their demo- 

= cratic cciitrol by the whole people. 


A «Chat as in the order of social evolution the working class ts the last class to 
Nl echieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the 
- emarcipation of all mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 

S That this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 

6. __That as the mach‘nery of government, including the armed forces of the nation, 
exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 

from the workers, the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 

conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these 

fxrees may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- 

tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 

| ___That as political parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 

* {Interest of the working class is diametrically opposed to the interest of all 
sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must be 
nostile to every other party. 

§ ___THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the field of political 

‘action determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged 
dubor or avowedly capitelist, and call upon all members of the working class of these 
councries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, and that poverty may 
7 ive pince to comfort, privilege to equality, and slavery to freedom.
